We warrant each new hull and 
deck to be free from structural defects in material and workmanship under normal 
recommended use for a period of two years from date of delivery to the original 
purchaser During this period, warranty repairs will be made without charge by Cobalt 
Boats at their plant in Neodesha, Kansas, or at Cobalt’s option, by an authorized 
Cobalt dealer Transportation to and from the plant will be at the owner’s expense 
with all repairs subject to the authorization of factory trained personnel whose 
decisions will be final. 

Thts warranty does not apply to (1) engines, outdrives, controls, batteries, or other 
equipment or accessories carrying their own individual warranties (appropriate 
adjustment to them being provided by their respective manufacturers); (2) installation 
of engines or accessories installed by others; (3) windshield breakage, gel coat or 
upholstery damage and; (4) any Cobalt boat which has been altered, subjected to 
misuse, negligence or accident, or used for racing purposes.
